Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columlua,  w'ithin  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1 867, ’’whether  for  the 
ei-ection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  .Slide,  or  other  like  w'ork  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  w'hat- 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  othe 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly

"pHE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
1 City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  In  this  by-law  the  words  “City  Hall  Park”  shall 
nean  that  parcel  of  land  in  the  City  of  New  West- 
ninster  l)ounded  by  Carnarvon,  McKenzie,  Agnes  and 
Lome  Streets. 

2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  walk,  or 
run,  or  be  on  tbe  grass  or  sod  of  the  said  jiark,  or  to 
disturb,  move  or  interfere  with  any  tree,  shrub,  Hower, 
grass,  sod,  sign,  or  other  thing  thereon,  or  to  have  or 
permit  to  remain  thereon  any  animal  or  vehicle  what- 
soever, or  to  place  thereon  any  article,  matter  or  thing 
whatsoever,  without  permission  of  the  Council. 

3.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “City  Hall 
Paidc  Regulation  By- law,  1896.”
